lo the People liy thr, JVorthern Delegates.—New 
York, June 14—The Northern Delegate* to 
the K. N. Convention met at 8 A.. M., at tho 
Girard House, for the purpose of organizing a 
Northern order. Hon. Henry Wilson,of Massa- 
chusetts, was called to the chair. The follow- 
ing address was submitted to the people oftho 
United States : 


The undersigned citizens of various States 


assembled at Philadelphia, June 14th, 
feel constrained 
under the existing state of 


tifi'airg to offur the following principles : 


first.—The unconditional restoration of that 


time-honored compromise, known as tho Mis- 
souri Prohibition, which was destroyed with 
utter disregard to the popular will—a wrong no 
lapse of time can palliate, and no plea for ita 
continuance can justify—and we will use all 
constitutional means to maintain a positive 
guaranty of its compact until the object for 
which it was enacted has been consummated— 
by the admission of Kaunas and Nebraska an 
free States. 


Second.—That the rights of settlers in Terri- 


tories, to the free and undisturbed exercise nf 
the elective franchise, guarantied them by the 
laws under which they are urbanized, nhould 
be promptly protected by the National Execu- 
tive whenever violated or threatened, and that 
we cannot conscientiously act with those who 
will nut aid us in the correction ofthese nation- 
al wrongs, and will not even preserve their fair 
consideration and free discussion.
